HE HOME IS A REFLECTION of the family who lives in it. 

In your neighborhood your home is known by your name— 
Jones house, or the Scott house; to you, it’s ‘My house,”’ and a 
sense of pride should be in your voice 
when you say those two words, no mat- 
ter how old or new your house may be.

From the cellar to the roof, make every 
painted surface contribute its share of 
beauty to the general effect. New color 
schemes and gleaming surfaces pay 
quick dividends in satisfaction, self-. 
respect, and the finest kind of pride—the 
pride a family feels in a lovely home. 


A HOUSE FRESH WITH COLOR is a 


family’s joy and pride. You have your 
own personality—and here, with certain limitations, is a chance 
to express it. Of course the lines of your house are fixed and 
unchangeable—but what of that? The house itself is merely a 
canvas—waiting for paint! Remember, however, that your 


canvas has a frame. You must consider the setting of your 


home—the trees around it, the houses that neighbor it, perhaps 
a hill that climbs to one side. They're all part of the picture, 
and they should harmonize. 

What does it mean if your home is a thing of beauty in itself 
but not in harmony with other homes on the street where it 
stands? 

Paint with consideration to others—paint for individuality that 
does not sacrifice your neighbors. If you are in doubt, call in a 


master painter and describe the general effect you wish to 


achieve. You can trust his judgment and his advice, and you 
can be sure he will give you just what you desire, thanks to the 
wide color range of Benjamin Moore & coe paints. 

THE COLOR ARMOR of protection that paint gives is most 
important. It is a quality too seldom thought of, for frailty istry 
word usually associated with beauty. Without the protection of 


paint, anything made of wool exposed to summer heat, or win- 


ter's blast, will soon become dry and crumble with decay. A 
quality paint provides this protection as a coat of armor, year 
after year, a guardian that preserves the investment you have 
made in your home. Let the beating heat of the summer sun 
attack the surface—an armor of good paint will turn it back. Let 


the mercury fall and freezing weather attack your home—there 


will be no damage done, because dampness will not enter the 


pores of the wood. Winter's most destructive effect on poorly 
painted surfaces is due to the constant freezing and expansion 
of moisture that has entered the surface due to poor protection. 

And, while we are Heine -with the physical properties of 
paint, let's remember that some colors absorb heat while others 


repel it. Paint your house with a color that sends heat rays 


bouncing away, and it will be cooler in the summer. The lighter 
colors have this quality, which is the reason why they are so 
generally used. 

And so is added another advantage—the demonstrated 
ability of Benjamin Moore & Co.'s paint to protect wood from 
the ravages of extreme temperatures—the quality of repelling 
heat and cold. 


COLOR CAN BE A MAGICIAN, fooling the eye and appar- 


ently changing the very shape of a house. Perhaps your home 
has an angularity of line, an ungracious, box-like look that is 
a secret sorrow. Just as artfully applied rouge can seemingly 


improve bad features, so will a clever selection of paint colors 


alter the appearance of a house. The trim painted in a color 


that contrasts with the body of the house will soften and change 
its contours, for in this way dull, wide expanses will be broken 
up with color contrasts that disguise the unattractive features 
of the house and charm the beholder unknowingly. Remember 
the roof in aiming to correct a fault of this kind; the proper color 
applied to your shingles can help in the transformation. And, if 
your house lacks balance between its upper and lower portions, 
a good thing to remember is the double color device. Light 
colors on the upper portion of the house and dark on the lower 
will tend to overcome the appearance of a top-heavy house. 

COLOR INCREASES IDEA OF SPACIOUSNESS, and no- 
where is this more apparent than where paint colors are used 
intelligently on a small house. If you choose the proper colors, 


even the smallest home takes on the appearance of size and 


roominess, unshown in the blue-prints. In general the rule is 
this: dark colors appear to decrease; lighter shades increase 
the size of a house. If you wish to create the impression of a 
large home, use a light shade of paint and a trim color slightly 
darker. If the house is a one story bungalow, pay particular 
attention to the color treatment of horizontal lines. These lines 
running the length of the house parallel to the ground, in color 
contrast, produce a wider effect. Here again our painting 
scheme follows the rule in women’s fashions, which says thet 
a too-thin woman can well afford to wear horizontal stripes or 
prints with designs running horizontally across the fabric. If 


the desire is to make the house look taller, reverse this rule and 


accent all possible vertical lines. 

COLOR PREVENTS MONOTONY wherever it is used intelli- 
gently. The large house presents a more difficult problem than 
the small one. Broader treatments are indicated for a larger 
house, the greater areas must be treated both separately and 
en masse—to avoid blank expanses and yet create a pleasant 
and individual ensemble. But what an opportunity for distinc- 
tive and yet harmonious treatment a large house presents! 


Although it, too, must consider the plot on which it stands and 


the design and color of its neighbors—since it is more alone, 
its problems are more individual. You can give your own 
desires far Tete consideration in painting a large house than a 
small one—you can make it really stand for you. 

And don't be afraid of the light, bright, glowing shades. Only 
if your house is located at the top of a hill with little surround- 
ing foliage must you curb your colors—for too light an exterior 
will cause the house to stand out too strongly. Let the colors of 
your home smile on all who see it, and its gaiety and charm will 
create warmth and happiness inside.

BECOMING COLOR PERSONALITY differs for individuals, 
and so bedrooms should differ too. Bedrooms should express 
peace and rest—but should, above all, be planned and painted 
for the individual.
